ANOTUBH IOR COMPANY. 


How the Chronicle views me im- 


portance of l ho Subject, 


'The plan which baa been set on fcot 


to convert tbo portion pi the San Joaquin 
river which in at piesent uunaviuable 
into a canal which snail bo navigable at 
all times of Hie year presents possibilities' 
which eliouid interest every* poreon in 
California, whether a losidont ot the 8nu 
Joaquin valley or not. 
"It is asserted on eeGinlngly good an-1 


tbority that this canal, when completed, 
will serve three purposes, namely, for 
navigation, for drainage aud for irriga- 
tion. This looks like a pretty lan;e 
contract, but the configuration of the 
country is eaid to he such that the canal 
may be utilized for all three of these 
objects. It is well known that in some 
parts of the San Joaquin valley irriga- 
tion has boon pushed to such an extent 
that drainage has become necessary to 
lelieve the Boil of the superabundance of 
water and keep it from becoming cold 
and eour, and thu proposed canal, run- 
ning as it will, In the lowest part of the 
valley, will bo of immense Talue for 
draining the uplying lands which ovor- 
/ealous irrigators have made to resemble 
a water soaked sponge. 
"01 Its utilily for purposes of naviga- 


tion, little need be said, unless it be that 
in n great Btata like California, where 
great waterways are uot abundant, it is 
strange that tbia project has n %t taken 
shape before. It is such an obvious 
proposition that a canal down the San 
Joaquin valley would be of such immeure 
advantage to that portion of the slnte 
that it would be a great waste of time 
and space to nftempt to demonstrate It. 
A canal is a competing route that will 
make all railroads come to its terms, no 
matter how much they may combine, 
for water carriage of frei«ht must be 
cheaper always than land carriage. 


"Aa to ways and meass, there eeeniB 


ro necessity for discussion at present. 
Tim first thing is to get a scientific loca- 
tion of tiie canal and an accurate esti- 
mate of the cost of its coustiuction. 
When this is done, and it is made to 
appear that the canal will pay a fair ra.te 
of interest on its cost, aud tbat it will 
cnbauco in value all the time aa the val- 
ley of tlie San Joaquiu becomes BO tied 
up, tbeie will bo, we think, no trouble in 
rinding money to pay for it. 
The 


United Stales government might with 
perfect propriety include it in ita river 
and harbor bill, but tbo temper ql the 
people of the San Joaquin valley ia not 
euch, we imagine, as to lead tlv?tn to 
wait for the Blow process of congressional 
legislation before making a etart/'
